Counsel Denies Service.

Nancy Randolph, 17-Year-Old Central High Pupil, in 
Hospital Since Friday With Bullet in Abdomen. 
Says Youth Fired Gun Accidentally. 


Yesterday, four days after Nancy 
Randolph, 17-year-old Central High 
school student was shot and seriously 
wounded in the abdomen, about 4 
inches under the heart, police began 
to delve into the secrecy which has 
shrouded the shooting since its occur- 
ance Friday morning, about 10:30 
o’clock in apartment 15, the Hunting- 
ton, Fourteenth and Girard streets 
northwest. 

Police said last night officials of 
Garfield hospital, where the wounded 
girl was taken in a taxicab by a boy 
friend, failed to report the affair. 

Joseph Simms, jr., 18 years old, son 
of Capt. Joseph Simms, of the fire de- 
partment, fired the shot accidefhtally, 
Miss Randolph said. While headquar- 
ters detectives were waiting at the hos- 
pital for Simms to put in an appear- 
ance last night, a girl acquaintance of 
the youth said he was out enjoying 
himself at a roadhouse on Conduit 
road. ! 

Headquarters Detectives Cullinane, 
Springmann and Trammell, who in- 
vestigated the case last night, declared 
they were not satisfied with the girl’s 
explanation and expect to question 
Simms this morning in connection 
with the shooting.

The trial of Harry F. Sinclair, New

It has raised the ques- 
tion of whether Justice William Hitz, 
presiding at the trial, will feel com- 
pelled today to cut matters short by 
instructing the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 

George P. Hoover and Martin W. Lit- 
tleton, of counsel for Sinclair, raised 
this point among others yesterday in 
pleading for a directed verdict.

Secretary of State Kellogg yesterday 
issued a flat denial that either he 
or any other representative of United 
States had issued direct or indirect 
instructions to the legation at Ma- 
nagua to work for the election of 
Adolfo Diaz as the President of Nica- 
ragua. 

Mr. Kellogg’s statement follows: 

“The Secretary of State issued a flat 
denial of any document purporting to 
come from him either directly or in- 
directly instructing the legation or any 
representative of the United States to 
work for the election of Diaz or any 
other particular candidate. No such 
document was ever sent and no suck 
instructions were ever given.” 

This denial by Secretary Kellogg was 
made following a. positive statement of 
William R. Castle, jr., Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, several days ago that 
the document in question exists, but 
that it is a “spurious forgery” on the 
part of Mexico. Mr. Castle’s assertion 
was made in person to a former State 
Department official, whom he tele- 
phoned and met by appointment at 
the latter’s Washington residence. Mr. 
Castle, at the time, strongly urged that 
no further publicity be given the mat- 
ter since it involved “loss of confidence 
by the American people of its State 
Department.” 

Commenting on the manner in 
which the document might have been 
slipped into the triply-sealed, triply- 
bound and carefully guarded diplo- 
matic pouch, Mr. Castle is said to have 
remarked to his auditor, “Isn't the in- 
genuity of the Mexican propagandists 
really marvelous?”

National Radio Conference 
Is Planned by Commission 


Every Broadcaster and Owner of Station to Be Invited 
to Attend to Present Views and Meet Officials. 
Sessions in Washington. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 

To reassure the hundreds of worried 
program broadcasters that all will have 
an equal opportunity to be heard it is 
understood the new radio commission 
contemplates calling a national radio 
conference at Washington, to which 
, every broadcaster and station owner in 
the United States will be invited to at- 
tend. At this conference the broad- 
casters, each and every one of whose 
licenses must be renewd to continue 
broadcasting after April 24, will have 
opportunity not only to meet the new 
commissioners but also Secretary Hoo-~- 
ver, Judge 8. B. Davis, solicitor of the 
Department of Commerce, Mr. Hoover's 
right-hand man in radio, and W. D. 
Terrell, chief radio supervisor. 

Likewise it is expected Senator C. C. 
Dill, of Washington, and Representative 
Wallace White, jr., of Maine, coauthors 
of the new radio act, will be invited to 
be present. In fact every person of 
consequence having to do with the en- 
tirely new deal in radio which is expect- 
ed to follow the creation of the radio 
commission will be asked to attend. 

With the signing of the radio bill 
by President Coolidge February, 23 all 
18,000 broadcasting licenses of the 
country were automatically canceled, 
ae to give the ee @ chance to 


other licenses, government stations, 
ships, amateurs and commercial sta- 
tions is expected to be largely auto- 
matic, a matter of getting sufficient 
clerical help. 

The new law requires different forms 
of applications, new forms of licenses, 
and forms of applications for con- 
struction permits before a prospective 
broadcaster may begin the erection of a 
station. It is understood these forms 
are now in the hands of the printer 
and may be forthcoming within the 
week. isa

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Swift League Action 
In War Time Provided 


Geneva, March 14 (By A. P.).—Swift 
functioning of the council of the League 
of Nations in time of war peril is pro- 
vided for in a report submitted today 
by a special council committee ap- 
pointed to study the problem.

That the acientists, the intelligentsia 
and the artists of the world are all 
friends of the negro, and the morons of 
the world his enemies, was asserted 


in an address on “The Ramparts of 
Civliization,” by Clarence Darrow, of 
Chicago, last night at the Metropolitan 
African Methodist Episcopal church at 
a meeting held under auspices of the 
locdl branch of the National Association 
for Advancement of Colored People. 
More than 3,000 taxed the capacity of 
the auditorium, while more than 5,000 
strove in vain to gain admission. 

An overflow was organized at the 
John Wesley church, and Dr. Charles 
Edward Russell and Bishop E. D. W. 
Jones held the audience there until 
they could be greeted after 11. o’clock 
by Mr. Darrow. The association began 
its annual membership drive under un- 
usual auspices, pledges and subscrip+ 
tions being received in basketfuls. 


Ovation for Darrow. 


Mr. Darrow was introduced by Neval 
H. Thomas, president of the local asso- 
clation, and given an ovation. Accom- 
panying him was Capt. William L. 
Smith, one of the defendants in the 
Sweet residential ségregation case, 
which Darrow won last year in Detroit 
for the association. 

He analyzed color prejudice not 80 
much as hatred of white people for 
colored as an insistence that the col- 
ored man “know and keep his place,” 
the position ascribed to him by master 
and slave psychology of generations ago, 
which 60 years of freedom has been in- 
sufficient to destroy. That the real 
racial barricr is not color, Darrow said,

Prejudice, he said, was not due to 
poverty or ignorance of colored people. 
The whites, he stated, had no monopoly 
of intelligence, or else failed to show 
it, despising people of color in direct 
proportion to their own lack of mental 
faculties. He called on the American 
negro to rejoice because he is headed 
toward greater freedom, while the white 
man is head toward slavery “by reason 
Of fool laws made by fanatics and inter- 
meddlers.”’ 

“In no place in America, North or 
South,” said Mr. Darrow, “is the colored 
man treated as a strict equal.’ At no 
time is he treated on strict equality ex- 
cept in time of war. He is convicted in 
the courts of every State in the Union 
on evidence upon which,a white man 
would go free, and for this reason the 
penitentiaries and jails have four 
times as many colored men in them 
as should be there according to their 
numbers. 

“The American negro is lynched in 
court and out of court everywhere in 
America. But a Federal antilynching 
law would do no good. What must be 
done is to reach the hearts of the peo- 
ple, and they haven’t any. The white 
people want colored people in America. 
Somebody has to do the work, and the 
Nordics are not going to,do it. For 
them it is too hard work to work. The 
way out for the negro is through edu- 
cation and acquirement of wealth.” 

He described education as a mis- 
fortune to everyone, especially to a 
negro, but as a necessary misfortune 
for racial development. “If you don’t 
know what’s going on,” he said, “like 
a fundamentalist, you’re saved. If 
you know what’s going on, youre un- 
fortunate. Education teaches that all 
there is to race and color is scientific 
selection and adjustment of people to 
climate. Black people survived in hot 
climates and white people in cold cli- 
mates. The morons, whe run the af- 
fairs of this part of the world never 
heard of that theory—they have been 
too busy otherwise parading in sheets 
and making fool laws. 


Pure Blood Pure Nonsense. 


“They are too busy keeping the 
blood stream pure. But if you take 
the 100-per cent pure-blooded American 
back a few generations, you not only 
find the blood mixed with all races, but 
with that of .the lower animals, the 
monkey and the ape, the carnivora and 
fishes of the sea. Pure blood is pure 
nonsense.” 

The trade of the negro politician. was 
described as a scurvy one, leading the 
race to slaughter. The negro was urged 
to be independent in politics and to 
cast his vote independently to settle 
municipal, State and national elections 
where possible.

DOOM TRAFFIC LiGHT 
ROBBER'S BUSINESS 


Chauffeur and Detective Sight 
Man at Scene of One of 
His Auto Holdups. 


HAVE TO OVERPOWER 
HIM BEFORE ARRESTING 


Highwayman Confesses Knife 
and Spring Were Only 
Weapons He Used. 


The spectacular career of the “traffic 
light robber,” which.began a week ago, 
came to an abrupt end yesterday. To- 
Gay James Steele, colored, 24 years old. 
of Cambelliton, Fla., who admitted to 
police he was the robber, is behind bars 
at the First precinct station awaiting 
court action on four charges of rob- 
bery. 

Credit for capture of the highway- 
man is due to Jake Wolfe, police head- 
quarters chauffeur, and Detective Henry 
M. Jett, of the headquarters automo- 
bile squadron. They were driving on 
Massachusetts avenue near Seventeenth 
street northwest, in a police caf, when 
Wolfe espied a man who answered the 
aescription of the robber. 

“That guy looks good,” he remarked 
to Jett as the car was brought to e 
halt. Both alighted and approached 
the man. As they did so, police say, the 
man drew a hand from his coat pocket 
and threw an open knife to the street. 
The other hand he thrust deep into his 
pocket as if he held a gun. He warh- 
ed the policemen: 

“You’d better keep away from me.” 

With drawn revolver, Wolfe rushed 
at the negro, and he and Jett oveér- 
powered him. Returning to headquar- 
ters the suspect admitted he was the 
man they sought. A broken piece of 
automobile spring and the pocket knife 
were the weapons the negro used in 
the robberies, he told police. Detective 
Jett returned to work Sunday after a 
three-week illness. 

Steele’s robbery idea—that of leap- 
ing into an automobile awaiting a 
green signal light—came to him one 
day as he walked on Massachusetts 
avenue, he said. He had no fixed resi- 
dence and came here a few weeks ago 
from Florida. 

A week ago, he told police, he decided 
to put his idea into operation. At 
Thirteenth and Massachusetts avenue, 
he claimed Chester M. Wright, English 
language secretary of the Pan-American 
Federation of Labor, as his first victim. 
While Mr. Wright was awaiting the 
green signal light, Steel said he stepped 
into the automobile and, holding the 
spring in his pocket to resemble a re- 
volver, forced the autoist to drive to 
Seventh street and Florida avenue 
northwest, where he was robbed. 

The operation was so successful that 
two days later, the “traffic light rob- 
ber” repeated the method on David 
Luttrell, 3018 Porter street northwest, 
getting into his car at Eighteenth 
street and New Hampshire avenue, and 
forcing him to drive to Beventh and T 
streets. 

The third victim, Thomas Shanley, 
3808 T street northwest, was accosted 
at the scene of the robber’s capture Sat- 
urday night and the same tactics were 
pursued. Twelve hours later, Capt. 
William R: White, U. 8. A., of the Cario 
hotel, drove to Seventeenth street and 
Massachusetts avenue, and he, too, was 
victimized. Capt. White attempted to 
repulse the negro, and the robber 
slashed his wrists. 

From his four victims, Steele obtain- 
ed only $23.50 in cash and jewelry. 
Shanley contributed 50 cents to the 
robber’s treasury. 

Steele was confronted with his four 
victims last night at police headquar- 
ters and identified by each one. He de- 
nied taking any jewelry from Mr. 
Wright, his first victim, who said he 
was robbed of a watch valued at $30 
and a ring, valued at $10. The “red 
light robber” will be given a prelimin- 
ary hearing in police court tomorrow. 

Detectives Jett and Wolfe were on 
their way to nearby Maryland to return 
a stolen and abandoned automobile 
when they were favored by fate and 
stumbled into the robber.

~ GUIDE HURT AT SCHOOL 


Pierce Pupil, 13, Pinned to 
Lamp Post as Autos Crash 
at Intersection. 


With 40 stitches closing a deep gash on 
his left leg, and his young body bruised 
and wracked by shock, George Langford, 
13 years old, a member of the traffic pa- 
trol of the Pierce school, lay in Casualty 
hospital yesterday, “injured in the line 
of duty.” 


While directing younger school mates 
through the traffic dangers at Four- 
teenth stret and Maryland avenue 
northeast, the boy was injured when 
two automobiles crashed and one pinned 
him against a lamppost. 

The mishap united Langford with a 
school mate and a fellow member of 
the traffic patrol, Joseph Bass, 12 years 
old, of 135 H street northeast. Both are 
quartered in the same ward. Both were 
injured at the same intersection and 
in the same “line of duty.’ The injuries 
of the two are strangely coincident, 
physicians said. 

B. W. Murch, chairman of the schools’ 
safety committee, announced last night 
that thé entire schoolboy patrol force 
of the Pierce school will be withdrawn 
temporarily as the result of the casu- 
alttes. He indicated the patrol at 
Fourteenth street_and Maryland avenue 
may be permanently removed. 

Benjamin F. Smith, 70 years Old, of 
3309 Bynker Hill road, Mount Rainier, 
Md., driver of one of the automobiles, 
was arrested by Patrolman John Sirola, 
of the Ninth precinct, and later freed 
on $300 bond on a charge of reckless 
driving. Smith, police say, disobeyed 
a signal to. stop at the intersection, 
proceeded into a stream of traffic from 
the opposite direction and crashed into 
the other vehicle.

“He gave me a paper to read,”’ John- 
son was quoted as saying. “I told him 
I’d have to refer him to the sanitary 
engineer, and he began shooting.” 

It was learned tonight from city of- 
ficials that members of the city council 
had virtually agreed to ask the resig- 
nation of Dr. Goddard. City Manager 
Johnson is said to have had nothing to 
do with that phase of the /affair, how- 
ever. 

Johnson served on the State board 


Neff, when Dr. Goddard was State 
health officer. Later Dr. Goddard be- 
came chief of the health department of 
Texas university here. 

In his cell this morning Goddard 
would. make no statement to newspaper 
men. Other city officials were close at 
hand when the shooting occurred. City 
Engineer O. E..Metcalf rushed from an 
adjoining office and grappled with God- 
dard, whom Chief of Police Littlepage 
disarmed shortly afterward. Johnson 
had been shot five times, three enter- 
ing the chest. 

The papers which Johnson said God- 
dard handed him had to do only with 
routine business concerning the health 
and city engineering departments. 
They contained reports on some com- 
pleted sewer work and an exchange of 
letters between Goddard, Johnson and 
the engineering department about dis- 
position of the report. 

The two principals are known to 
have differed on administration anc 
financing of the city health depart- 
ment, although there had been no open 
break.

The many million dollar estate of 
Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry, philan- 
thropist, who died in New York Feb- 


ruary 17, is evenly divided between his 
four children by his will filed in the 
probate court today. Nothing is left to 
charity. 


The four heirs, each of which will re- 


ceive estates estimated somewhere i[n 
the neighborhood of 6,000,000, are 
United States Senator Peter Goelet 
Gerry, of Warwick, R. I1.; Robert L.. 
Gerry, of New York and Providence; 
Miss Angelica Gerry and Mrs. Francis 
S. E. Drury. The will so leaves their 
portions to the daughters as to keep 
their fortunes separate from the affairs 
of their husbands and free from the 
management of the husbands. 

Coincident with filing of the will, 
close friends of the family explained 
what they believe to have been the mo-- 
tives of Commodore Gerry, who was one 
of the founders of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children and 
had given generously to its support, in 
leaving nothing to charity and in tak- 
ing steps to prevent his Gaughters’ for- 
tunes from coming under any domina- | 
tion but their own. 

It was said that since the founding 
of the S. P. C. C. in 1874 the philan- 
thropist had given approximately $1,- 
000,000 toward its support and that he 
contributed generously to more than. 
two score charitable causes. It has al- 
ways been the custom of members of 
the Gerry family, the friends said, to 
contribute to charities during their 
lifetimes and there was every reason to 
believe Commodore Gerry left nothing 
to charity as he knew his heirs would 
carry on the family tradition. 

Of the clause concerning his daugh- 
ters’ fortunes it was suggested that this 
might have been written to protect Mrs. 
Drury’s title to her inheritance in view 
of her marriage to an alien. Mr. Drury 
is a son of Archdeacon Drury, one-time 
chaplain of the English house of com- 
mons. 

The largest part of the estate con- 
sists of Manhattan real estate holdings. 
which were valued in 1922 at $18,000,- 
000. Value of personal property is not 
known, but is considerable. There are 
also extensive reaity holdings in Rhode 
Island.

BY SUPREME COURT

Affirms Position of 1917, De- 
“claring Negro Exclusion 
Laws Unconstitutional. 


OLD ISSUE PRESENTED 
IN new URLEARS CASE 


City Sought Modified Opinion 
to Promote Harmony Be- 
tween Peopes. 


(By the Assoclated Press.) 


Laws aiming to exclude negroes from 
white residential sections again were 
held invalid yesterday by the Supreme} 
Court in a case from New Orleans. 

Without a written decision, the court 
handed down an order affirming its 
position of 1917.when, in a case from 
Louisville, Ky., it declared a race seg- 
regation ordinance unconstitutional 
and discriminating. 

When the New Orleans case was 
argued, counsel for the city and Lou- 
isiana did not contend there was es- 
sential difference between the Louis- 
ville and their own case, but held that 
because of changing conditions a 
broader interpretation was necessary 
for preservation of peace and order. 

Declaring negro migration has made 
the issue one of national scope, State 
counsel argued a modified opinion 
would tend to promote better relations 
between the white and black races by 
permitting segregation of their resi- 
dences. 

Negro Appeals Case. 


The case was appealed by Benjamin 
Harmon, a negro, who unsuccessfully 
had attempted to convert his residence 
in a white New Orleans community into 
a two-family flat, the addition to be oc- 
cupied by negroes. Permission was re- 
fused because of his failure to comply 
with city and State laws requiring con- 
sent of a majority of the white resi- 
dents. 

It was the second important case de- 
cided in favor of negroes by the court 
within a week. March 6 a decision was 
rendered holding that negroes under 
the Federal Constitution have the right 
to participate in State primaries as well 
as general clections. 

In a recent case originating here the 
court held valid contracts between white 
property owners binding them not to 
sell to negroes and declared such con- 
tracts could be enforced.

The agreement with Turkey, signed 
at Angora, February 17, and made nec- 
essary by failure of the Lausanne treaty 
in the Senate, was made public last 
night by the State Department on its 


receipt from Rear Admiral Mark lL. 
Bristol, American high commissioner in 
Turkey, who negotiated the arrange- 
ment. It is in the form of notes ex- 
changed by Admiral Bristol with the 
Turkish foreign minister, Twefik Rush- 
di Bey. It became effective when sign- 
ed, and will run fifteen months. 

Provision is made for diplomatic and 
consular relations and appointment of 
ambassadors “as soon as possible,”’ reci- 
procity in commercial relations, main- 
tenance of the status quo as to most- 
favored-nation treatment in customs 
matters and negotiation of naturaliza- 
tion convention. 

No name yet has been suggested to 
the Angora government by the State 
Department for appointment as Ameri- 
can ambassador. Those of Admiral 
Bristol and of Undersecretary Joseph 
C. Grew, who negotiated the Lausanne 
treaty while Minister to Switzerland, 
have been mentioned, but there were 
indications neither is being considered. 
In the absence of actual treaty rela- 
tions and congressional authority the 
ambassador will have to serve without 
pay until confirmed. by the Senate. 

The agreement includes presenting 
for ratification at the earliest ppssible 
moment the extradition treaty signed 
in 1923 and also provides for nego- 
tiation of consular and residence con- 
ventions.

9-POWER CONFERENCE 
STILL HOPE OF BRITAIN 


Bridgeman Wants Paris and 
Rome to Take an Active 
Part in Discussion. 


Paris, March 14 (By A. P.).—An 
American invitation to France “to be 
represented” in some manner at the 
projected three-power arms limitation 


conference, which will include Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States, 


was presented to the foreign office this 
afternoon. 

The French government, having de- 
clined President Coolidge’s original in- 


vitation to a five-power naval limita- 
tion conference, it is thought, will com- 
ply with the second request by sending 

‘an observer,” thus following the 
method which the United States has 
employed on several occasions in Euro- 
pean conferences. 

The note, which Ambassador Myron 
T. Herrick delivered this afternoon, re- 
pied to certain objections with refer- 
ence to the disarmament work of the 
League of Nations that the French 
raised in their declination of Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s original invitation. 

The note declared that the Presi- 
dent’s initiative in suggesting a five- 
power naval limitation conference could 
not detract from the league’s work, 
but, on the contrary, the Geneva pow- 
ers could aid in solving a problem 
which the United States is anxious to 
have considered. 


Before Cabinet Today. 


The new note will be submitted to 
the cabinet tomorrow. 

The opinion is expressed by political 
men here that President Coolidge’s sec- 
ond communication to France means 
he still hopes to induce Foreign Min- 
ister Briand to revise his previous deci- 
sion against taking part in such ne- 
gotiations and to join in the confer- 
ence 6n the same footing as Great 
Britain and Japan. This hope, how- 
ever, is alleged to be vain, because of 
French disappointment over the results 
of the Washington conference and the 
dilapidated condition of the French 
fleet. 

Paul Boncour has gone to Geneva to 
represent France at a session of the 
subcommittee of the League of Nations 
commission on disarmament which is 
to prepare a program for a general 
disarmament conference. 

London, March 14 (By A. P.).—The 
British admiralty’s view of the three- 
power naval conference at Geneva pro- 
posed by President Coolidge was laid 
before the house of commons today by 
W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of the 
admiralty. 

Making the reservation that. he could 
hold his present attitude only as long 
as the admiralty was able to carry out 
its sacred duty of maintaining a fleet 
equal to that of any other power and 
providing reasonable security for Brit- 
ish sea communications, Mr. Bridge- 
man expressed the belief that nothing 
but good could come of such an ex- 
change of views. 


Perfect Frankness Asked. 


_He insisted that perfect frankness 
between the powers concerned was 
essential for the success of the con- 
ference. Likewise they would have to 
respect and consider each other's 
special difficulties. 

The head: of the admiralty said he 
earnestly hoped that France and Italy 
would reconsider the position taken 
when they failed to accept President 
Coolidge’s original suggestion of a five- 
power conference, and would agree to 
take part in the Geneva meetings. But 
even without them, he believed Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
could make considerable progress to- 
ward naval disarmament without risk- 
ing the sacred obligations which he 
had mentioned. 

Cheers greeted Mr. Bridgeman’s ref- 
erence to prospects of France and Italy 
taking part in the conference. 

Mr. Bridgeman also declared the ad- 
miralty had no desire to encourage 
competition in warship construction. 
His declarations were made while in- 
troducing the annual naval estimates.

CURRENCY FROM MIAMI 
HELPS EASE SITUATION 


No Further Depression Seen 
by State Comptroller; 
Confidence Urged.

West Palm Beach, Fla., March 14 
(By A. P.).—A quieter tone prevailed 
in the Palm Beaches tonight following 
a period of excitement when a deter- 
mined run on the Citizens Bank, 
prompted by the closing of three banks 
in Palm Beach county abated early 
this afternoon leaving only short lines 
of depositors at the windows. 

Two of the three banks. remaining 
open here did not experience runs. 
They observed the regular closing 
hours. The Citizens Bank, however, 
announcing that plenty of funds had 
been obtained to pay every depositor, 
remained open until 6 o’clock to meet 
all requests for payments. 

The return to normality was aided 
largely by the arrival from Miami of 
twelve sacks of currency for the Citi- 
zens Bank. 

The banks which did not open today 
included the Farmers Bank and Trust 
Co., one of the largest. banking insti- 
tutions here. The bank was closed 
temporarily, it was announced, in the 
interest of the depositors. Plans for 
reopening the bank within 30 or 60 
days were announced. 

The First National Bank of Lake 
Worth and the Ocean City Bank of 
Delray were the other banks which did 
not open today. No official statement 
was issued regarding their closing. 


Quieting Statements Issued. 


Meanwhile banking officials here 
and .at Tallahassee issued quieting 
statements calling upon patrons to 
give their institutions “proper coop- 
eration” and assuring depositors that 
the banks which have remained open 
will be able to meet every demand. 

Officials of the Citizens Bank ex- 
pressed their determination not to 
close “now or hereafter.” 

“The bank will be even stronger 
than now when we open again,” of- 
ficers and directors of the Farmers 
Bank said. 

Inactivity of the real estate market 
and the fact that s0 much of the 
bank’s receivables were based upon 
real estate security was given by 
Ernest Amos, State comptroller, as the 
cause for the recent closings. 

“The great withdrawals, which were 
faster than the banks could liquidate 
their receivables have resulted in the 
breaking down of reserves, making it 
necessary for the! institutions to sus- 
pend,” ke said, adding that “it does 
not necessarily follow that because a 
bank is closed that it is insolvent.” 


Other Banks Reopened. 


As evidence of the latter statement, 
Mr. Amos pointed to the reopening of 
23 of 51 suspended banks in Florida 
within the past year. 

Declaring that the condition of most 
of the suspended banks has been ag- 
gravated by the agitation and attitude 
of the public, Mr. Amos said: 

“I am not looking for any greater 
financial depression if the people will 
keep their heads. If they become 
frightened and make a run on any 
bank of any locality, the situation will 
become aggravated. With the proper 
cooperation of depositors and creditors, 
banks can be reopened. It takes whole- 
hearted community spirit to put it 
over.” 

Another reason for the recent sus- 
pensions, the comptroller believed, has 
been the cashing of travelers checks 
for tourists coming into the State this 
winter. This costs the banks some- 
thing instead of helping them, ke de- 
clared. 

Officials of the Central Farmers Bank 
and the National Bank of West Palm 
Beach, the other institutions which 
have remained open here, declared to- 
day the condition of their banks to be 
good. They anticipate no financial 
difficulties. 

The closings today brought the total 
number of banks which have suspend- 
ed in this territory within the past few 
months to seven. Three of these closed 
last week. The First National Bank of 
Lake Worth was said to be the first im- 
portant national bank in the State to 
close. 

Indianapolis, March 14 (By A. P.).— 
Closing of the Angola, Ind., Bank & 
Trust Co. was announced today by 


‘Luther F. Symons, State bank commis- 


sioner. The bank was closed pending 
a consolidation that will protect depos- 
itors, Symons said. It was the fourth 
bank closed in Indiana within the last 
few vreeks. 


No Worry By Treasury Officials. 
(By the Associated Press.) 

Treasury officials are not worried over 
the national banking situation in 
Florida, but characterized the condi- 
tion of the national banks there as 
“generally good.” 

The closed First National Bank of 
Lake Worth, Fla., was considered the 
first important national banking insti- 
tution in the State to suspend opera- 
tions, 

Lee H. Northcott, national bank 
examiner for Florida, is in charge of 
the national bank situation in Florida.

VALERA IS AT THE HEARING 


New York, March 14 (By A. P.). 
A picture of temporary Irish govern- 
ment whose officers moved their head- 
quarters with the suddenness of New 
York night: club proprietors—three 
jumps ahead of the raiders—was pe 
sented in court today. 


The occasion was the suit of the 
Irish Free State to determine the own- 
ership of the $12,500,000 balance of 
funds raised by the Irish republic sev- 
eral years ago in this country and de- 
posited here. 

“The departments and the depart- 
ment heads of the Seinn Finn revolu- 
tion were the objects of constant 
search by: the British government,” 
William C. Cannon, representing the 
Irish Free State, asserted. ‘‘Conse- 
quently it was necessary to have offi- 
cers and equipment of the most port- 
able character.” 

In continuing, reading from the tes- 
timony given at a trial in 1924 by Hugh 
Kennedy, attorney general of the Free 
State government, he added, “it was 
frequently necessary for a ministry to 
be hurriedly removed through a sky- 
light or down a drain pipe and it was 
seldom that the ministeries could de- 
pend upon more than one night's rest 
in a particular spot.” 

Eamon de Valera was in the court- 
room, together, with almost as many 
attorneys representing both sides, as 
there were spectators. 

At the close of the day it was indi- 
cated three full days would be required 
to read depositions, after which taking 
of testimony of witnesses directly would 
be begun.

Supply and demand have little to do with 
the price of amthracite. The consumer pays 
according to the demands of the producer. 
It makes no difference what the weather may 
be. Prices are fixed by the law of the op- 
erator, and that is as inexorable as the statutes 
of the Medes and the Persians—down in April, 
up in September, as ‘regularly as the tides fall 
and rise in the Bay of Fundy—except whe 
making good the losses incurred during a 
strike. In’ such times there is no ‘‘ebb’’ in 
April. 


PUNIC FAITH: MODERN VERSION. 


The absolute futility of basing any agree- 
ment on the faith of soviet Russia was clearly 
shown by the necessity which forced the 
British government to send its recent. note, 
threatening to break off diplomatic relations 
and to abrogate the trade agreement with that 
country, unless there was a cessation of its 
An interesting side- 
light was let in on the whole subject the other 
day by Sir Robert Horne. Addressing his con- 
stituents at Hillhead, Glasgow, he declared 
that the Russian answer to the note had 
prought to a head a situation which had al- 
ways been embarrassing and full of trouble, 
and that neither the Russians themselves nor 
their British apologists appeared to realize 
the smoldering anger caused among the 
British people by the malevolent and corrupt 
campaign carried on by Russia against Eng- 
land. 

As the minister who made the teude 3 agree- 
ment in March, 1921, he assured his hearers 
that, when Russia indicated her willingness 
to give a written pledge that she would forego 
her hostile activities against Britain, he quite 
frankly believed that she would try to Keep 
her word. That was the natural attitude of a 
man of honor, but, .unfortunately, he was 
dealing with persons to whom honor is but 
an empty word and to whom promises and 
pledges are not sacred even in the making. 
He confessed that he was the most disappoint- 
ed man in all the British Isles, for everything 
for which he hoped had been shattered, every- 
thing upon which he relied had been broken; 
there was scarcely a clause in the agreement 
which he signed that had not been violated 
times without number. 

Sir Robert Horne put forward various rea- 
sons why the trade agreement had not lon® 
ago been abandoned and diplomatic relations 
ruptured because of these violations, but he 
seemed to think that the last limit of endur- 
ance had now been reached. He showed that 


the same forces that had stirred up trouble 


for the British in India, Persia, and at home, 


had also succeeded in creating difficulties in 


China, and he traced practically all the anti- 
British propaganda in the _ last-mentioned 
country to the emissaries of the soviet gov- 
ernment who, finding that Britain was the 
most stable country in Europe, had turned 
the full blast of their venom and hatred 
against her. 

Believing that it was inconceivable that, if 
the Russian government persisted in its sinis- 
ter action, British ministers would let things 
drift as if a note of such weight and gravity 
had never been dispatched, for that would be 
a sign of weakness that might bring lasting 
injury, Sir Robert Horne asked his constit- 
uents to feel no surprise if, as the result 
of the interchange of notes between Britain 
and Russia, diplomatic conduct was cut off. 

The implication is obvious: one can only 
wonder if the distinguished British statesman 
was speaking by the book. 


EDUCATION BY RADIO. 


Speaking before the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce early this month, Merlin Hall Ayles- 


. worth, president of the National Broadcasting: 


Co., made the prediction that establishment 
of an endowed ‘“‘university of the air’’ would be 
the next step in radio broadcasting. Picturing 
the democratization of higher education in the 
United States, he said, in part: 

Broadcasting has thrown the door wide 
open to those who would raise the level of 
national culture by greater educational op- 
portunities and to the millions who yearn 


for some of the Lhasa of higher edu- 
cation. 


The task is now before the leading edu- 
cators. of our country to formulate and de- 
velop a program of general eduéation that 
per be in effect a national “university 
of air.’’ 


Lack of opportunity to hear the best in 
music, we find, rather: than marked dis-. 
tinctions of taste, has held back general 
musical appreciation in the past. In so 
far as broadcasting is able to reflect a high 
standard of musical, educational and cul- 
tural influences, it is destined to be a most 
beneficent influence for the entire country. 
Already the idea has bone fruit, for New 

York city now has a municipal radio college 
with a faculty consisting of the teachers and 
professors of New York university. Each 
night save Saturday and Sunday the micro- 
phones of a large station are turned over to 
these educators to broadcast a series of lec- 
tures on cultural and scientific subjects.

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| SENATORIAL ETHICS. : 
So far as the ‘public is advised, Senator 
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William E, Borah, of Idaho, is. the only mem- | 
= mesiat sons Senate who has declined to seen ft 
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piety ateay eget all subsequent Congresses. 
Senator Borah’s reason for declining the in- 
crease is that he was elected for a term of six 
years at $7,500 a year. The senator returned 
the overpayments. as he considered them, to 
the Treasury without calling aftention to his 
course of action. 

While there can be no quarrel with Mr. 
Borah because of his determination to stand 
alone in the Senate in the matter of salary, 
there will be a decided disposition to take 
issue With Senator Greene, of Vermont. over 


his action in returning the sum which Congress. 


voted as reimbursement for the expenses in- 
curred as the result of wounds received 


through the imperfect markmanship of a pro- 


hibition. officer. Three years ago last month, 
while returning to his hotel, accompanied by 
his wife, Senator Greene was shot in the head 
by Officer Fisher, a prohibition enforcement 
agent, who supposed he was firing at a car- 
load of fleeing bootleggers. The Vermont sen- 
ator spent many weeks in a hospital, and for 
the greater part of the time it was feared that 
he would be permanently disabled. In fact he 
has not completely regained his health to this 
day, 

The late Senator Lodge introduced a reso- 
lution to pay the expenses of Senator Greene, 
and $7,500 was appropriated for that purpose. 
But Mr. Greene has returned the amount to 
the Treasury, as he holds that it would be im- 
proper for the people to bear the expense of 
what he deems “‘his personal misfortune.”’ 

While the cases of Senator Borah and Senator 
Greene are alike in that each is actuated by a 
fine sense of honor, and while there may be a 
disposition to commend the senator from 
Idaho for his attitude toward the so-called 
‘salary grab,” it does appear that the senator 
from Vermont is supersensitive, for the reason 
that his expenses for hospital fees and medical 
attention were incurred through the act of an 
officer of the government. The government is 
morally liable for the carelessness of its serv- 
ants, and the Senate very properly held it to 


account. / 


NEW YORK’S “MUSCLE SHOALS.” 


New York State is having almost as much 
trouble in deciding the future use of its 
water power as the Federal government is 
having in settling the problems connected 
with Muscle Shoals and Boulder dam. 

The difficulty in New York State arises 
out of the difference of opinion between the 
governor, a Democrat, and the legislature, 
which happens to be controlled by the oppo- 
site political party: The problem of develop- 
ing the water power of the State to the best 
advantage of the owners of the rivers, which 
means the taxpayers, has been discussed, 
argued and fought over for more than 26 
vears. “Gov. Smith believés that the voters 
of the State clearly expressed themselves last 
November as opposed to any plan which con- 
templates the leasing of the power rights to 
private ‘individuals or corporations. He 
favors the creation of water-power authority 
similar to the port authority of New York 
city. 

This plan, in ‘the opinion of the Repub- 
licans of the senate and assembly, would 
simply mean the creation of another 
‘“‘bureau,’’ with the ‘corresponding appoint- 
ment of several hundred more henchmen on 
the pay rolls of the State. They counter with 
a proposition for the appointment of a non- 
partisan water-power commission, to consjst 
of five members, two to be appointed by the 
governor, two by the legislature, and the 
fifth to be selected by the other four. The 
in the s@énate and assembly join in 
a statement explaining the desires of the 
opponents of the governor in an announce- 
ment given out from Albany thus: 

We want this examination mnie by a 
commission so impartial and so compe- 
tent that its findings will be an authori- 
tative recommendation to the people of 
the State and to the legislature of a plan 
for immediate power development. We 
know np other way to end the long con- 
tention that has paralyzed the develop- 
ment of our water power, and to secure 
some real electricity. 

Should the bill.to create this commission 
be enacted before the legislature adjourns it 
will be required to report its findings gat the 
next session. But it will be recalled that 
Congress appointed a “nonpartisan” joint 
committee to recommend the disposition of 
the Muscle Shoals elephant. That committee 
reported more than a year ago, and its 
recommendations had much the same effect 
upon Congress as is secured by the act of 
pouring a quart of water on the back of a 
mallard duck. 


TRAFFIC CONDITIONS. 


The police arrested in February nearly 
3,000 persons for violations of the traffic ordi- 
nances, some 450 fewer than in the preceding 
month. Of the total more than 1,100 were 
charged with infractions of the parking ordi- 
nances. There were 455 traffic accidents in 
1927, as compared with 511 during 
February, 1926; eight persons were killed 
last month as compared with ten during the 
same month last year. | 

This is a gratifying record from every stand- 
point, and shows that the traffic situation is 
being cleared up. Last month the number of 
infractions of the laws declined, and with the 
decrease in law breaking came a gratifying 
decrease in fatalities. Forty-eight persons 
were arrested in February for driving while 
under the influence of liquor. To these, as 
well as to the 137 arrested for reckless driving 
and the-441 for speeding, little mercy should 
be shown. Traffic safety can never be reached 
if willful offenders are permitted to go free.

From time immemo- 
rial those in the diplomatic service have 
enjoyed immunity from arrest in coun- 
tries to which they were accredited. 
When they become implicated in in- 
fractions of rules and regulations ac- 
tion is taken only through the depart- 
ment in charge of foreign relations. <A 
number of minor attaches in Washing- 
ton have interpreted this custom as giv- 
ing them the privilege of ignoring traf- 
fic rules, a practice which has resulted 
in frequent clashes with the police. Re- 
cently several serious accidents—one of 
them fatal—aroused public indignation, 
and the police sharply called public at- 
tention to the danger of permitting 
these infractions of regulations in a 
city so congested with automobiles as 
Washington. There is good reason why 
those in*the diplomatic service should 
not be subjected to police authority in 
the countries to which they are sent 
but the action in the Persian affair sug- 
gests another solution. It will be a 
simple matter for the State Department 
to remind Ambassadors and Ministers 
that attaches who persistently violate 
rules made in the interest of all who 
use automobiles are lacking in the 
diplomacy the department has a right 
to expect. A few recalls will solve 
the problem.

be cordial.—The convention shall be. 
that in all things, you shall do as you 
please—I will do the same-—-No cere- 
mony shall be observed—nor any re- 
straint be imposed on any one. 

“The Constitution that is submitted. 
is not free from imperfections; but 
there are as few radical defects in it 
as could well be expected, considering 
the heterogenious mass of which the 
convention was composed and the di 
versity of interests which were to be 
reconciled. A constitutional door being 
opened, for future alterations and 
amendments, I think it would be wise 
in the people to adopt’ what is offered 
to them. and I wish it may be by as 
great a majority of them as in the 
body that decided on it; but this is 
hardly to be expected, because the im- 
portance, and sinister views of too 
many characters will be affected by the 
change.. Much will depend, however, on 
literary abilities, and the recommenda- 
tion of it by good pens, should it be 
openly, I mean publicly attacked in the 
Gazettes—Go matters however as they 
may, I shall have the consolation to re- 
flect, that ‘no objects but the public 
good, and that. peace and harmony 

which I wished to see prevail in the 
convention, ever obtruded, even for a 
moment, in my mind, during the whole

tent of it) Iam unable to inform you 
—In these parts of it, it is advocated

Ambassador Ferrara of Cuba and| 
Brig. Gen. Anton Stephan, of the: Dis- |

Senor Don Cayetano de Quesada, 
consul of Cuba, introduced the Ambas- 
sador. 

Dorsey W. Hyde, jr., secretary of the 
chamber, took the audience on a tour 
of the displays in a short talk. 

Civic aims of the exhibition will be 
given particular emphasis tonight 
when the chamber holds@its meeting 
at the auditorium. Commissioner Sid- 
ney F. Taliaferro will give an address 
which will be broadcast over WMAL.

d’affaires, directing him to procure the 
election of Diaz by the Nicaraguan 
senate, several facts were adduced last 
night. 

It was pointed out that the reve- 
lations were based on information ob- 
tained from a former diplomatic offi- 
cer of the State Department thorough- 
ly familiar with Central American af- 
fairs, who is a close friend of Mr. Den- 
nis, and who had occasion to see and 
speak with that official less than a 
month ago. 

This diplomatic officer said he had 
been shown by Mr. Dennis a copy of 
the document (the original being

It further was stressed by those who 
believe in the existence of the docu- 
ment that denials sometimes are em- 
ployed as necessary diplomatic strategy 
when admission might easily prove 
damaging to an individual or a depart- 
ment.

what may be considered “special” as- 
sistance of a sort that would, I am 
afraid, be of very little use to home- 
makers in general. Will you let me 
have your address, Mrs. E. K. R., Fort 
Eustis, that I may take up the matter 
with you personally rather than 
through the column. 


We are again behind with our re- 
quest recipes, so I shall today endeavor 
to catch up with them, but, first of all, 
why, if you wish the situation to im- 
prove rather than go from bad to 
worse, should you take your “servant 
for the night” to task, and especially 
before your guests, L. V. 8.? One of 
two things must have been amiss— 
either the maid was ignorant and 
should not have been sent to you at 
all for the purpose of serving your din- 
ner or your instructions to her were 
so vague that she was incapable of 
understanding them, in which case the 
blame rests on the hostess rather than 
the servant. If she seemed to do the 
rest of the work well, as you say, and 
blundered the serving om the courses 
badly, I suspect that the hostess was 
hurried or lacking in painstaking care 
when she talked over with the tem- 
porary maid the serving of the meal. 
And above all, why should you have 
wished to call attention to the un- 
doubtedly obvious situation by cor- 
recting your maid during the course of 
the dinner. If there was a feeling on 
your part that you wished your guests 
to know that you did not countenance 
the way things were going and that it 
was entirely the fault of the maid, it 
was a futire way to show them, and 
your maid, with things upset as they 
were, could hardly be expected to im- 
prove upon feeling the lack of your 
cooperation. 

It always seems a pity to me that 
self-control can not be managed by a 
hostess in even the most trying of cir- 
cumstances. To be sure in many cases 
it is, but it should be in all. What is 
gained by a hostess jumping up from 
the table to get something because the 
maid is slow and Mrs. Doe has no 
spoon? Mrs. Doe only will be very 
much embarrassed about it. And the 
maid will likely do worse for the dis- 
play rather than better. The reader 
who wrote me of this incident asked 
what on earth one was to do in a case 
like this where the dinner seemed to 
go to pieces, where she was obliged to 
reprimand her maid at the table and 
obliged also to jump up several times. 


The only thing to be done is to select | 
the temporary maid carefully if perfect | 
service is expected, and to pay her ac- | 
cordingly, for perfect temporary service | 
comes high.

Plane Going 170 Miles

A reader has this moment asked for 
a recipe for salt rising bread, and I 
have one that comes from Nevada— 
that is an old one—and although I 
have not tested it, will, I think, because 
of its source in a most trustworthy 
book, be successful. 


Salt Rising Bread. 


To one-half pint of milk take one 
tablespoon of cornmeal. Put it on the 
stove and scald until it becomes per- 
fectly smooth and set aside until cool. 
Add a teaspoon of sugar and one of 
salt. Next morning take another half- 
pint of milk, add a small quantity of 
boiling water and then mix with the 
above mixture that was set aside all 
night. Add flour until it is of the con- 
sistency of.pancake batter, set the dish 
in another dish of warm water, where 
it will rise in about two hours if the 
water below is kept warm. 


A reader has asked for the recipe 
that was printed some months ago for 
Italian spaghetti. We have printed 
several, and if the reader could 
give me an idea about the time that 
thee recipe she speaks of was printed I 
probably could locate it for her, but 
the files have grown extensive this past 
year and so far I find just the one 
sent me by the “Florentine.” The 
reader also asked for a recipe for Hol- 
landaise sauce. Here it is. 


Hollandaise Sauce. 


Wash a half cup of butter thorough- 
ly. Divide it into three equal pieces 
and put one of the thirds into a sauce- 
pan with the yolks of two eggs and a

scant tablespoon of lemon juice. The 
best way to make this sauce is in a 
double boiler, for it must be made over 
bolling water rather than over the 
flame. Stir the mixture constantly un- 
til the butter melts then add the sec- 
ond piece of butter. The mixture will 
begin to thicken and .then the third 
piece must be added while the stirring 
constantly continues. Add a third of a 
cup of boiling water and:coo.. for one 
minute more. Add a good pinch of salt 
and a sprinkling of cayenne pepper 
There is always a danger with this sauce 
that it may curdle. Should it do so add to 
it about two tablespoons of boiling 
water, or if it is available add the same 
amount of heavy cream. 


Here is a recipe for scalloped veal, | 


Mrs. J., that may be’ the one for which 
your are looking. Yes, it is good, but 
what made you feel that it would be 
particularly indigestible? 


' Scalloped Veal. 

Put a layer of cold cooked chopped 
veal in a buttered baking dish and fol- 
low it with a layer of powdered crack- 
ers, salt and pepper in proportion and 
dot over with butter. Repeat until the 
veal is used or the dish full. Beat two 
eggs and add to them a pint of milk. 
Pour this mixture over the contents of 
the baking dish, cover it closely and 
bake for a half hour, after which time 
remove the cover and let the top brown. 


And now, before any more space is 
consumed, let us busy ourselves with 
the menu for the day.

Delano Says City Needs Light 
Manufactures to Employ 
Its People. 


PLANS BY C. W. ELIOT 


Foresight in the residential and in- 
dustrial development of the District of 
Columbia and nearpy Virginia and 


Maryland were urged in speeches be- 
fore the board of directors’ meeting of 
the Board of Trade held in the Wil- 
lard hotel last, at which awards to 
both the owner and architect of the 
nine buildings adjudged by the com- 
mittee on municipal art as the most 
meritorious for the* year 1925, were 
made 

Col. U. S. Grant 3d, in presenting 
the awards urged increased individual 
treatment of houses and buildings. 
Frederic A. Delano, of the National 
Capital park and planning commission, 
declared that Washington needed and 
wanted ‘:light manufactures” to give 
employment to the people. 

Such manufactures are beneficial, 
but Washington does not need an 
abattoir, which a French name can 
not make smell better than a slaughter 
house, or a glass factory which will 
give off clouds of smoke to dirty the 
city, he said. Mr. Delano further de- 
plored the inadequate entrances into 
the District. It is a disgrace to the 
community to spend $2,000,000 on a 
bridge with a hairpin turn at one end 
and the other as bad, he stated. 

Charles W. Elliot, city planner of the 
National Capital park and plenning 
commission, urged that Washingtoni- 
ans use vision in developing the parks 
and outlying communities. He pre- 
sented a project to the meeting which 
would preserve, he stated, all the old 
forts surrounding the District as parks, 
and connect these parks by a drive. 
This ‘would cost, together with the 
proper development of neighborhood 
ap centers, approximately $10,- 

The committee on public and private 
buildings made a report which recom- 
mended the “definite establishment of 
the future character of the Capitol and 
White House frontages; the authoriza- 
tion for the various commission to in- 
cludes thes®-areas in their planning, 
and immediate acquisition of properties 
for which improvements are definitely 
projected.” The committee further 
urged the question of developing the 
north side of Pennsylvania avenue be 
considered. 

Maj. Carey H. Brown, of National 
Capital park and planning commission, 
and Appleton P. Clark, of the Board of 
Trade, also spoke. 


U.S. Tokyo Embassy 
Given Extra Guard 


Tokyo, March 14 (By A. P.).—Special 
police guarded the American embassy

Here, then, comes a pithy point 
for playgoers. Sir James M. Barrie, in 
parenthesis, notes on the fly-leaf of his 
play, “The Legend of Leonore,” that it 
wes written “only for those who ever 
had a mother.” Since no one-is quite 
grown up in the realm of motherhood, 
save mothers themselves, it necéssar- 
ily follows that this play is primarily 
for children—of all ages. Indeed, un- 
less men and women become 4s little 
children they might just as well re- 
main away from “The Legend of Leo- 
nore,” serving so happily as the vehicle 
that brings Grace George back to 
Washington; in fact, to the stage. 

As played at the Belasco, “The Leg- 
end of Leonore” is not to be judged 
by theater standards of the twentieth, 
or any other, century; nor subjected 
to tests of the cold, calculating chem- 
istry of cynicism.

It is conceivable 
that this play, written by any other 
author, and submitted on its own mer- 
its, might readily be rejected by the 
average manager; might, in fact, be 
turned down by every actress imagin- 
able, except, perhaps, a Maude Adams 
or some other lady Sir James M. Barrie 
had in mind when he set pen to paper. 


Grace George, on a still hunt for a 
MMB., came, by the Grace of the Lord. 
upon a work that might have been 
written especially for her. The mother 
type, she has here the opportunity to 
play a role in which there are embodied 
all the women from time immemorial; 
the women, that is to say, who hold 
close to their hearts a world peopled by 
little children; who worship and work 
and weave wonderful dreams for their 
loved ones; who, forsooth, would go so 
far as to commit murder for the babes 
in their arms. 


A short play, a rollicking one, Grace 
George catches the spirit of Barrie and 
follows it through three acts of dream- 
stuff, aided and abetted by as gallant 
an actor, in whatever role, as ever 
stepped upon the stage, Mr. Bruce Mc- 
Rae, and, too, by an admirable cast. 

It is all very delightful, this entry 
into an impossible world; yet a place 
familiar to fellows, and girls too, who 
remember their mothers. Any attempt 
to set it down carefully here and, whew! 
the whole thing would blow away. It 
must be seen only from the darkness 
surrounding a theater seat. There, it

Catherine Ridgeway, 4 years old, sec- 
ond victim of the brutal attack on Mrs.

Mrs. Ridgeway, who is in the Alexan- 
dria hospital suffering from injuries re- 
ceived in the attack, was unable to at- 
tend the funeral services of either of 
her children: Physicians said that she 
will be able to leave the hospital in a 
few days. 

The Rev. Ryland T. Dodge, of the Alex- 
andria Baptist temple, conducted the 
services for. Catherine at 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. He officiated at the 
services for Loretta on March 7. 

Louis Boersig, 44 years old, of Alex- 
andria, is being held at the Winchester 
jail charged with murdering the two 
children, attacking Mrs. Ridgeway, and 
robbery. He has admitted, police said, 
that he was at the Ridgeway home 
shortly before the attack occurred. 
After he entered the home he said his 
memory became blank and he can not 
remember what occurred. 

‘Commonwealth Attorney Wilson Farr, 
of Fairfax, will appear before the grand 
jury in Fairfax Monday and ask that 
Boersig be indicted. 

The attack on the Ridgeway family 
occurred March 4 between 12 and 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. Mrs. Ridgeway 
said. that her assailant forced his way 
into the home under the pretext that 
he wanted to discuss the sale of some 
pigs with her husband. After he had 
been in the house a short time, she 
said, he struck her and she became un- 
conscious. Her two daughters, she found 
lying beside her, with their heads 
crushed.

to any matter which the Senate com- 
mittee had under inquiry, that Sin- 
clair was not legally summoned to ap- 
pear before the committee on March 
22, 1924, the day he declined to answer, 
that he was not sworn on that day 
and was never legally sworn and that 
the committee, on the above-named 
date, had no authority from the Senate 
to administer an oath to any witnesses 
or to compel testimony or the produc- 
tion of books and papers. 

It is in connection with this latter 
phase, that Littleton emphasized the 
importance of the Senate’s mistakes or 
bungling. It developed that the Sen- 
ate on April 21, 1922, agreed to Senate 
resolution 282, providing that the com- 
mittee on public lands and surveys 
investigate the entire subject of leases 
upon naval oil reserves and report its 
findings and recommendatinos to the 
Senate. 


Mix-up in Resolutions. 


There was no provision in this reso- 
lution for issuing subpenas for wit- 
nesses or administering oaths, but on 
June 6, 1922, the Senate passed Sen- 
ate resolution 294, which gave the com- 
mittee that power. Meanwhile, there 
had been adopted a resolution dealing 
with the price of gasoline, which was 
Senate resolution 292, which resolution 
gave no power to administer oaths and 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
committee on public lands and surveys, 
as it was the La Follette resolution, 
dealing with the committee on manu- 
factures. 

It developed in February, 1923, that 
the committee on public lands and 
surveys, which was conducting the so- 
called oil investigation, realized that 
its power to administer oaths and com- 
pel testimony, required definite au- 
thorization by Senate resolution be- 
cause resolution 294 would expire with 
the outgoing Congress. The commit- 
tee promptly took steps to extend reso- 
lution 294 and make it applicable to 
the new Congress. Therefore, a resolu- 
tion, known as Senate resolution 434, 
was drawn up and passed on February 
5, 1923. 

This resolution reads as follows. 
“Resolved, That Senate resolution 282, 
agreed to April 12, 1922, and Senate 
resolution 292, agreed to May 15, 1922, 
authorizing and directing the commit- 
tee, &c., be continued in full force, &c. 
What the Senate thought it had done 
was .O continue 294 in force. But in- 
stead of stating 294, under date of June 
5, 1922, the resolution states 292; 
agreed to May 15, 1922. So, by this 
comical and inexplicable mix-up, the 
Senate really continued in force the 
“toothless” resolution 282, as Littleton 
described it, and the equally toothless 
292, having to do with the price of 
gasoline. In other words, the only ad- 
ditional authority which the Senate 
committee got through resolution 434 
was a series of questions about the 
price of gasoline, the stocks of crude 
oil and other petroleum products. 

So it develops, according to defense 
counsel, that the committee had no 
power to compel Sinclair to testify 
on March 22, 1924, as there was no way 
that computations about crude oil 
prices respecting the work of the man- 
ufactures committee could be inter- 
preted to clothe the public lands com- 
mittee to administer oaths. 

When Hoover made his first state- 
ment about the Senate bungling, there 
was noticeable activity among govern- 
ment counsel and hurried calls sent out 
for records. But the mistake was in 
the certified copy or the Senate resolu- 
tion, which the government itself had 
introduced. The same mistake was in 
the indictment. Not only were the 
numbers of the resolutions, 292 and 
204, mixed up, but the dates, as given 


in the resolution were mixed, showing 
that it was not merely an oversight in 
citing the number. And both the reso- 
lution and the indictment state that 
292 was agreed upon May 15, 1922, 
which also is wrong, as that was the 
day that 294—not 292—was referred to 
the committee on audit and control of 
the Senate. 


Roberts Makes Statement. 


After luncheon Roberts made a brief 
statement for the prosecution, as Jus- 
tice Hitz had invited: some observations 
from government representatives as to 


the mix-up. Roberts admitted that the 
Senate had made a mistake. He did 
not seek to explain it. But he said 
that under a general statute the Senate 
committee or the Vice President or the 
Speaker of the House had power to ad- 
minister oaths. 

“There is an error in the reference 
to 292,” Roberts continued. “But I 
pass 294, which gave them a right they 
already had.” 

Littleton replied that the prosecution 
could not now take refuge behind a 
general statute which only gave power 
to administer oaths in cases where a 
witness had been legally summoned 
and where authority had been provided 
by reselution for such oath to be ad- 
ministered. All the general statute did, 
he said, was to provide how the oath 
should be administered and by whom 
in cases where there was no question 
as to the right to have it administered. 
It ridiculed the idea that any senator 
or member of Congress could by gen- 
eral statute compel any citizen at any 
time to “hold up his right hand” and 
give sworn testimony. He challenged 
the government counsel to cite any 
single cose, since the beginning of the 
republic, where this had been done. 

Justice Hitz showed interest in the 
question raised as to whether Sinclair 
was legally sworn and asked defense 
counsel for @ memorandum on _ the 
chronology of the dates they had re- 
ferred to, the Senate resolutions. It is 
expected that Justice Hitz will decide 
today on the defense’s plea for a direct- 
ed verdict. The jury, which was absent 
from. the court room, excepting for a 
brief interval at 1:40 p. m., will be in 
court Soa 11 o’clock today when proceed- 


gin. 

If Justice Hitz, because of the irregu- 
larities and Senate mistakes directs 
the jury in conformity with the de- 
fense’s plea, the case will end abruptly 
this morning. If he overrules the de-

Sworn December 4, Roberts Says. 


Roberts, on the other hand, declared | 
that Sinclair was sworn on December 4, : 
1923, and that it was not necessary to, 
have him again sworn on March 22, 
1924, as the Senate is a continuing 
body. Incidentally, if the court should 
sustain that point, the Reed slush fund 
committee will, by court decision, be 
virtually put back into existence and 
given authority to go ahead, despite 
the failure of the Senate resolution 
granting it the necessary authority to 
function. 

Hoover cited precedents to show 
that the Senate is a continuing body 
only in the sense that it may perform 
legislative functions after the expira- 
tion of one Congress and before the 
assembling of a new Congress. But his 
client, Hoover pointed out, appeared 
on December 4, 1923, after the assem- 
bling of the new Congress and the oath 
sought to be administered to him was 
therefore not valid. Citing an im- 
peachment case, Hoover read from the 
judge’s decision to show that commit- 
tees had no power, even in these cases, 
after the end of a Congress. 

Defense counsel. also made the point 
that the committee on public lands 
and surveys did not direct the witness 
to answer the questions which Senators 
Walsh and Adams asked. 

The questions were asked by indi- 
vidual senators, Walsh and Adams, but 
at no time, it is pointed out, did the 
committee adopt the questions and di- 
rect Sinclair to answer. 


Mistakes Noted by Pomerene. 


In connection with the inexplicable 
mix-up by the Senate, the question is 
raised as to how this escaped notice 
until so recently. Defense counsel are 
understood to have noted the curious 
mistakes some days ago. Pomerene 
said yesterday, after court adjourned, 
that he noted it some days ago while 
reading over and checking the indict- 
ment. 

“It has been said that we may guess 
ourselves into jail by mistake,” Little- 
ton said yesterday in pleading to the 
court and referring to the fact that 
his client took his liberty in his own 
hands when he relied on his judgment 
and upon advise of counsel that he was 
not compelled to answer. 

“Is it not also true,” added Littleton, 
“that the Senate committee can guess 
itself out of court by mistake.”

epileptic can be greatly improved 
by dieting him. The earlier efforts lay 
rather along the line of so-called star- 
vation diets. It was discovered a lohg 
time ago that the epileptic was at his 
worst when he was allowed to become 
fat, lazy, physically inactive, and con- 
Sstipated. If he overate and went with- 
out regular bowel movements he was 
almost certain to get into trouble. If 
he took a laxative and went without 
food for a few days he was at his best. 
That observation led to light, or 
semistarvation diet with periodic no- 
food periods of a few days’ duration. 
The next step was based on the ob- 
servation that persons with acidosis 
were temporarily free from epileptic at- 
tacks. This led to a diet composed 
largely of fats and poor in cereals. Such 
a diet can be made very sustaining, 
much more so than a hunger diet in 
which starvation periods were inter- 
spersed. 
This kind of acid-producing diet has 
been extensively tried in children who

The diet goes by the name of the Keto- 
genic diet. They used a diet which 
contains plenty of fat and which is 
poor in starches and sugars. 


It also contains enough calories to 
support energy, vitality and growth;

| Garden Labels 
EAR Jimmy: Have you ever given 
D thought to the fact that every 
well managed garden is to a 
greater or less degree a labeled garden? 
We may know the characteristics and 
exact locations of. most of its hetero- 
geneous plant family so well that they 
need no labeling, even among the per- 
manent residents. But there are al- 
ways individuals, especially the transi- 
ents—the annuals and biennials, veg- 
etables and flowers too—whose positions 
should always be marked indubitably 
at the time the seds are sown, lest 
confusion and blunders should follow. 

For temporary labeling the ordinary 
thin wooden markers in lengths of 4 
inches to 8 inches are satisfactory. Of- 
ten, however, the combined.action of 
soil, sun and moisture renders them 
so brittle after a few months that 
a slightepressure will snap them off. If 
they are dipped in creosote and allowed 
to dry before using they will last con- 
siderably longer. A better and cleaner 
plan is to give them a good coat of 
white lead and oil except on the sur- 
face where name, date and other de- 
tails are to be written with an indelible 
pencil. 

Stake labels which are intended to 
last for more than one season should 
be of zinc or other nonrusting metal, 
and of such length that they can be 
inserted really firmly in the ground. 
Metal, too, may be well used for those 
which are attached to the trunks or 
branches of woody growths, though for 
'this purpose wood will last for a sur- 
prisingly long time. Excellent tags, too, 
are made of celluloid. Only the best 
copper wire proves satisfactory as a 
means of attachment, whether the label 
is of metal or wood. It should always 
be loose enough to allow plenty of room 
for the growth of the branch which 
it encircles.

57,000,000,000 TODAY 


Four Operations Will Figure 
in Record Turnover; 
Bonds Refunded. 


GAINS: MADE IN MARKET 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 

Treasury operations today will in- 
volve handling an amount of money 
aggregating $7,000,000,000, wiich is a 
record financial turnover. While some 
of the operations will merely represent 
bookkeeping cash running into the 
billions also will pass, This enormous 
turnover will be cared for by the Treas- 


ury through the Federal Reserve banks 
and internal revenue collectors. 

Of the four operations which go to 
make up the huge turnover the refund- 
ing of the Second Liberty 4% per cent 
bonds is the largest. This transaction 
has been provided for through the issu- 
ance of 31% per cent five-year notes. 
Treasury 4% per cent notes in the 
amount of $660,000,000, issued to re- 
fund Victory 4% per cent bonds in 
1923 will be retired. To handle this 
operation $150,000,000 six-month 3% 
per cent certificates and $300,000,000 
of one-year 3% per cent certificates 
were sold, and the balance will be pro- 
vided out of Treasury funds. 

March income tax payments, due to- 
day, are estimated at $650,000,000. The 
fourth operation will be payment of 
interest on Third Liberty 3% and 4% 
per cent bonds. Allotments in the 
series T62-1927, 3% per cent, Treasury 
certificates, dated March 16, 1927, made 
to the Fifth Federal Reserve district, 
totaled $7,186,000, while the total sub- 
scriptions received reached $18,148,500. 
The Fifth district, to-which member 
hanks of Washington belong, also sub- 
scribed $35,093,000 to the offering of 
series TM-1928, 31%, per cent. certifi- 
cates with total subscription alloted at 
$13,702,500.

Boxing activities at Madison 

Square Garden are under sus- 
pension for the entire week of March 
21 as a result of the State athletic 
commission’s decision today finding 
Tex Rickard guilty of paying Paul 
Berlenbach an extra 214 per cent of 
the gate receipts for the fight in which 
he was knocked out by Mike McTigue 
at the garden on January 28. 

The suspension hits directly at the 
next feature of Rickard’s heavyweight 
elimination program, forcing the pro- 
moter to postpone the bout between 
Paulino Uzcudun, of Spain, and Tom 
Heeney, of New Zealand, from March 
23 to April 1. 

By paying Berlenbach on a basis of 
3214 per cent of the gate receipts, in- 
stead of the 30 per cent called for in 
the contract filed with the commis- 
sion, Rickard “‘misled the commission,”’ 
the latter charged, besides violating 
the rule which limits the purses of 
main bout participants to 50 per cent 
of the receipts. McTigue, although the 
victor, received only 20 per cent.

ATE OF MAN, HELD 
SHAVER OF MOTHER 
POES TO JURY TODAY 


Not Guilty for De Brodes 
Overruled. 


TEMPORARY INSANITY 
WILL BE HIS DEFENSE 


Intended to Shoot Self After 
Wounding Woman, Is 
Police Report. 


George Victor De Brodes, 31 years old, 
charged with the murder of his mother, 
Mrs. Frances De Brodes, will know his 
fate today when a jury in criminal 


court retires to consider the evidence 
for and against the accusation that he 
shot her on June 16, 1923, at 117 C 
street northeast. 

Justice Hoehling overruled a motion 
for a directed verdict of not guilty 
which was based on the alleged lack 
of evidence to show either deliberation 
or intent and to show that De Brodes. 
was mentally incapable of understand- 
ing the nature and quality of his acts. 

His defense will be temporary insan- 
ity. His counsel has not yet decided 
whether he will take the stand in his 
own defense. It is probable that sev- 
eral alienists will be called to testify 
concerning De Brodes’ mental condi- 
tion at the time of the shooting. De 
Brodes’ principal ailment is epilepsy, 
the records show. 

Mrs, De Brodes died from two gunshot 
wounds in the head which she received 
soon after her arrival in this city with 
her son from New York. De Brodes was 
arrested a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing by Policemen Irwin Bridges and 
Lawrence Leigh, who responded to an 
alarm given by a small boy who heard 
the shots fired. 


Crying and Nervous. 


According to the testimony of 
Bridges, the defendant, De Brodes, was 
found on a stair landing crouched up 
against the wall, half-crying and 
somewhat nervous. 

“What has happened?” Bridges says 
he asked De Brodes. 

“I’ve shot my mother,” De Brodes an- 
swered, according to the witness. 

“Why did you do that?” the police- 
man asked. 

“Well,” the witness said De Brodes an- 
swered, “I intended to shoot myself, 
too, so that she would not suffer.” 

“Why didn’t you do it?” the police- 
man asked. 

“The gun wouldn't go off,” 
Brodes is said to have replied. 

Policeman Leigh corroborated 
Bridges’ testimony, as both arrived at 
the house almost at the same time, 
they stated. One bullet from the pis- 
tol alleged to have been used by De 
Brodes was found imbedded in the 
floor, it was testified. 

Assistant District Attorney James J. 
O’Leary, the prosecutor, also called as 
a government witness Miss Mary Te- 
rese Bays, a French woman, who was 
engaged to marry De Brodes at the time 
of the alleged killing. She said that 
she went to the Union station to meet 
Mrs. De Brodes and her son the day 
they arrived and sat in the waiting 
room some time with them. 


Both Hold to Pistol. 


After some difficulty, Miss Bays said, 
De Brodes managed to find a room for 
his mother at the C street address. 
They were all seated in the room when 
De Brodes picked up his brief case to 
take out some pictures of Miss Bays, 
she said, when she first saw the pistol. 
The first thing she knew, the witness 
said, the pistol was being held high in 
the air by either De Brodes or his 
mother, both of whom, Miss Bays 
stated, seemed to have hold of it, al- 


De 


‘alon now is that Mrs. De Brodes was 
rather short in stature and could 
hardly have held the weapon as high 
in the air as it appeared to have been 
held. 

Miss Bays also said that she warned 
both De Brodes and his mother that it 
was dangerous to handle the pistol, and 
then she became excited and rushed 
out of the room. Immediately there- 
after she heard shots fired, Miss Bays 
said, and she fled from the house 
screaming for help. 

Justice Hoehling sustained an ob- 
jection from Wilton J. Lambert, chief 
of counsel for De Brodes, when Mr. 
O’Leary attempted to question the 
woman about statements made to her 
by deBrodes concerning how his 
mother died, which were supposed to 
have been made after De Brodes had 
been adjudged to be insane on June 
28, 1923. De Brodes has since been 
adjudged to be sane. 

Associated with Mr. Lambert in the 
defense of De Brodes are his son, Arthur 
T. Lambert, Rudolph H. Yeatman, God- 
frey L. Munter and Elmer T. Bell. 


Jackson Wants Pleas 
Of Guilty Set Aside 


Philip Jackson, colored, under in- 
dictment in connection with the at- 
tack on Mrs. Daisy Welling in the 
Capitol grounds on February 18, filed 
@ motion yesterday in criminal court 
asking that his pleas of guilty to the 
charges of robbery, assault to rob and 


with a dangerous weapon be set aside 
and that the cases be continued for 
trial until next month when a new 
jury will be impanelled. 

Through Attorney John H. Wilson 
the defendant says that his confession 
was forced from him by beatings ad- 
ministered by the police and that he 
pleaded guilty because he feared that 
if he did not he would be turned back 
to the police for more beatings.

Work of checking school census 
data with the actual enrollment cards 


of public school pupils, was begun 
yesterday by four bureau of efficiency 
clerks, assigned to the Franklin school 
building to aid the two experts, who 
two weeks ago began the school survey 
ordered by Congress. 

Paul Rapp, directing the investiga- 
tion of the census office, declared yes- 
terday he had uncovered no evidences 
of inefficiency. “As I now see it,” he 
said, “the attendance director has been 
forced to juggle the few workers she 
had, in order to accomplish her three- 
fold functions in work permits, census 
and attendance.” 

The survey as a whole has been 
placed in charge of Rapp’s brother, Her- 
bert Rapp, who is working out other 
phases of the investigation. It was 
admitted yesterday that additional ef- 
ficiency clerks may be called in as the 
work proceeds. Paul Rapp pointed out 
the necessity of bringing census figures 
up to date, before a report could be 
made on school needs. 

“We are not trying to make trouble 
for school authorities, as the general 
public has been given to believe,’ he 
said. ‘“‘We are merely working for basic 
facts which will lead to the better- 
ment of the schools.” He estimated 
that investigation of the census office 
probably will be complete in six weeks.

Low Price on Work of Widen- 
ing Paving Is $2.43 Per 
Square Yard. 


Sealed proposals were opened at the 
District building yesterday for paving 
and street widening. The lowest bid 
for concrete surfacing of highways’ was 
that of McGuire & Roth, of Richmond, 
Va., who quoted a unit price of $2.27 
& square yard, as compared with $2.33 
paid for similar work last year. 

The lowest price for street widening 
was $2.43 a square yard, submitted by 
the Cranford Co. For this class of 
work $2.67 was paid last year.

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INSPECTOR PRATT 
TELLS OF RECOVERY 
OF STOLEN LIQUGR 


Unidentified Man Telephoned 
Police Cases Were Under 
Culvert, He Says. 


BROUGHT TO STATION 
BY Two DETECTIVES 
Owner of Soualeeunand of Fine 
Whisky Remains Un- 
revealed. 


How the police recovered the twelve 
boxes of pre-Volstead liquor that were 
stolen from a truck last Tuesday morn- 
ing, was explained yesterday by Inspec- 
tor Henry G. Pratt, chief of the de- 
tective bureau. 

The detective chief, who, at the out- 
set, refused to admit that he knew any- 
thing at all about the liquor, discussed 
the case freely yesterday, although he 
continued to withhold the name of the 
man who owns the twelve boxes. He 
would neither confirm nor deny .a re- 
port that this man is high in the Fed- 
eral government. 

Thursday night, Inspector Pratt said, 
an unidentified man called the detec- 
tive bureau on the telephone and asked 
for Detective Joe Waldron. Refusing 
to reveal his identity to Waldron, the 
caller told him that the stolen liquor 
was hidden under a culvert on the Suit- 
land road in Prince Georges county, 


Md., and he gave him directions for 
finding it. 


Found in Maryland. 


That night, according to Inspector 
Pratt, Detective Waldon and Detective 
Sweeney, together with a third man, 
drove to the culvert in a truck, found 
the liquor and took it to the Tenth 
precinct station. 

The next day the liquor was loaded 
onto a truck and taken to the ware- 
house of the American Security & 
Storage Co. 

After the recovery of the liquor, the 
three men who had been arrested in 
connection with the theft of the truck 
were released. These three were part 
of the crew of the truck. At first they 
told Detectives Fowler and Flaherty 
that one of their number had been at-- 
tacked by hijackers, who later made off 
with the truck. Later they admitted 
that this story was false, and said the 
truck was stolen while they were in a 
restaurant. 


Truck Robbed of Cargo. 


The truck later was found in Mary- 
land after it had been robbed of its 
cargo of liquor and set afire. 

Inspector Pratt said yesterday that 
there was something “strange” in the 
manner of the mysterious caller in . 
telephoning to Detective Waldron and * 
telling him of the location of the 
liquor. The detective chief said he 
didn’t know why the man should have 
volunteered this information, but it 
would seem that he did it to help the 
three men who were under arrest. 


Open Till Midnight 
For Income Returns 


The office of the deputy collector of 
internal revenue, 1422 Pennsylvania 
avenue northwest, will remain open un- 
til midnight tonight to accommodate 
last-minute filers of income tax re- 
turns. The returns must be filed be- 
fore that hour or a penalty will be tm- 
posed. Single persons and married per- 
sons living apart must file returns if 
they earned more than $1,500 in the 
past year. Married persons are exempt 7 
from making returns on less than 
$3,500. 

The revenue officers will assist in 
making out the returns, accept pay- 
ment of the tax and administer the 
oath without cost to the taxpayer. Pay- 
ment should be made by check or 
money order to “the collector of in- 
ternal revenue, Baltimore, Md.” If 
mailed tonight the letter should be 
posted in time to be stamped March 165. 
District residents can either pay their 
returns at the deputy collector’s office 
here or mail them directly to Balti- 
more.
